RESPONSE TO OFFICE ACTION 

Dear Sir: 

In response to the Office Action mailed March 26, 2003, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the subject application in view of the following remarks. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1 -21 and 28-59 are currently pending in this application. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. S101 

Claims 1-19 and 28-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter, lacking any claimed ties to the technological arts. 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the Examiner's rejection of the claims as directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. Each of claims 1-21 and 28-32 are directed to an auction and each 
of claims 33-59 are direct to an online auction . An auction does not lack "claimed ties to the 
technological arts," as the Examiner suggests. The law is clear that business methods, in and of 
themselves constitute statutory subject matter under 35 U.S.C. §101. State St. Bank & Trust Co. 
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v. Signature Fin. Group, Inc. , 149 F.3d 1368 (Fed. Cir. 1998). Therefore, the Examiner's 
rejection of claims 1-21 and 28-59 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 should be withdrawn. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. SI 12 

Claims 51-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicants 
regard as the invention. The Examiner states that "a system" in the preamble can read as an 
apparatus or a method. 

Applicants respectfully assert that claims 51-59 are apparatus claims. The claims set 
forth elements of structure that make up the combination claimed, rather than steps or acts that 
indicate a method. Based on these remarks, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 be withdrawn. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C S8102(b) and 103(a) 

Claims 20, 21 and 51-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as obvious over FreeMarkets' SEC S-l/A document. The 
Examiner includes an exert from the SEC S-l/A document that teaches an online auctioning 
system sold under the name, BidWare®. 

Applicants assert that the present invention was neither anticipated nor obvious over 
FreeMarkets' BidWare® disclosed in the SEC S-l/A document, as well as the additional 
documents cited in the Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement and Form PTO-1449A 
submitted simultaneously herewith. As requested, a duplicate copy of the Information 
Disclosure Statement submitted with Applicants' Petition to Make Special is also enclosed 
herewith. 

The Specification describes the bid data and market feedback as "feedback about market 
activity," which "includes any information or data related to bidders 30 or their bids or 
interrelationships between those bids, and any other bid related information or data such as, for 
example, the quality of goods being sold, that is received before or during the auction 56." 
Specification, p. 14, lines 21-25. As further described in the specification, [m]arket feedback

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may include, for example, bids that have been placed by other bidders 30, the rank of a 
participants bid in relation to the other bidders 30, the identity of bidders 30 in relation to their 
bids or rank, or any subset of that information. Market feedback may also include non-pricing 
information such as, for example, the quality of the goods to be provided by bidders 30 and 
shipping costs associated with one or more bidders 30." Specification, p. 14, lines 25-30. 

Furthermore, "[i]n a certain type of online auction 56, which may be referred to as full 
market feedback format, all bids 58 are visible to every bidder 30. Bids 58 are sorted from 
highest to lowest. Thus, each bidder 30 can assess its rank and competitive position if bidders 30 
are individually identified, by comparing its current best bid 58 with other bids 58 placed in the 
online auction 56. In a second type of online auction 56, bidders 30 are provided with only their 
own current best bid 58 and the current market-leading bid. Bidders 30 are not aware of every 
bid 58 placed by other participants, but they can assess their competitive position against the 
current market-leading bid. In one variation of that second type of online auction 56, bidders 30 
also receive feedback about their current rank." Specification, p. 15, lines 4-13. 

At the time the patent application for the present invention was filed, electronic auctions 
using BidWare® were conducted as described in the Background of the Invention of the 
Specification, p. 5, line 1 - p. 7, line 23. Specifically, after participants are invited to participate 
in an auction, they access the auctions and place bids based on "bids of other bidders 30, their 
own costs, and potential efficiencies." Specification, p. 7, lines 1 1-12. Some of these 
participants that have access to the auction information submit bids late in the auction process or 
not at all. Specification, p. 7, line 20. 

An example of an actual electronic auction using BidWare® is also described in the 
Jahnke article, "How Bazaar," which is also cited in the Supplemental Information Disclosure 
Statement submitted herewith. This example discloses an auction event, where participants 
submit bids at various times and compete to provide the lowest bid. Jahnke, p. 6. 

Neither the Background of the Invention nor the Jahnke article disclose "providing the 
bid data to a competing bidder that meets a condition for receiving the bid data" or "providing 
market feedback to one or more selected client processors from which the bid server received a 
valid bid," as required in the claims. Rather, as described in the Jahnke article, p. 1 and the 
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Background of the Invention of the Specification, p. 7, lines 10-13, bids are viewed, or 
considered by all bidders, so they can submit a better (lower) bid and the bidders are not 
identified to each other. 

Moreover, the BidWare® Manuals of 1999 and 2000 cited in the Supplemental 
Information Disclosure Statement and Form PTO-1449A disclose that "[b]idder anonymity is 
preserved" when viewing bid history and all participants who log into an event may view bid 
.information. BidWare® Manual 2000, p. 6-1 - 6-4; BidWare® Manual 1999, p. 5-1 - 5-4. 
There is no disclosure of a condition to be met during the auction or a requirement that a bid be 
placed in order to view the bid data in these manuals. 



In view of the foregoing remarks, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and 
reexamination of this application and the timely allowance of the pending claims.
